ALBERTA QUOTA FOR 
SEVENTH VICTORY 
LOAN IS $43,300,000 


F.E. Osborne Asks For 
Loyalty of All Citizens 


“The objective for the Province of 
Alberta for the Seventh Victory Loan, 
the campaign for which opens on Oct- 
ober 23rd, has been set at $43,300,- 
000,000,” said Fred E, Osborne, Chair- 
man of the National War Finance 
Committee for the Province of Al- 
berta, This objective represents an in- 
crease of approximately 25 per cent 
over the Sixth Victory Loan, 

Asked to outline the reasons for 
this heavy increase, Mr. Osborne said 
that in previous Loans, the major re- 
quirements were for the training of 
personnel and providing a backlog 
of ammunition and gupplies, Since ‘D’ 
Day, however, the Armies of Canada 
have been engaged in actual combat, 
a much more costly phase of war than 
the preparation period, The demoli- 
tion of supplies under such conditions 
is terrific and demands a continuous 
flow from factory to boat, from boat 
to beachhead, from beachhead to the 
front lines, Only by having too much 
can there be enough to guard against 
exceptional pressure at unexpected 
points, 

Mr. Osborne did not believe that 
the expected collapse of Germany 
would at all lessen the need for the 
greatest financial effort of which Ca- 
nadians are capable. Should chaos 
break out in Germany, an immense 
army of occupation would be required, 
and former enemy countries would 
have to be similarly patrolled, But the 
main reason was that the end of the 
European phase of the war would im- 
mediately see intensification of the 
war in the Pacific, beginning with the 
transportation of men, and likewise 
millions of tons of equipment and sup- 
plies half way around the world, Any 
feeling of complacency at this time 
due to the European situation would 
be most detrimental to our war effort 
and, if given effect to, would undoubt- 
edly unnecessarily prolong the war. 

The abolition of complsory savings, 
the ‘savings bank credits at .an--all- 
time high, full employment, farm in- 
come at peaks never before reached 
in this Province and the way in which 
Albertans of all classes had measured 
up to their responsibilities in previous 
loans made Mr, Osborne optimistic 
that the higher objective would not 
only be reached but greatly exceeded, 
“In addition, our people are becoming 
more “bond conscious” as the financial 
pages show previous loans holding at 
par or better,” he said, Double bank 
interest, which the bonds carry, make 
participation in each campaign not 
only an act of patriotism but worth- 
while from the standpoint of good 
business,

85 Per Cent of Grain 
Has Now Been Threshed 


While over 85% of the grain has 
been threshed in the Carbon district, 
it seems that the remaining 15% will 
take longer to harvest than all the 
grain threshed so far. 1 

Rain about ten days ago put a halt | 
to threshing and the grain was just 
getting dry enough to thresh Monday 
when more rain appeared, and it is!

With the large percentage of grain

There Far From Unpleasant 


OCATED on the Dominion’s remc 
Labrador has for a vast number 
frosty: tundra inhabited only by a fe 


lonely territory, little-known and little-loved. 


Canada's sons and Labrador a chance 
ginning to be generally realized that 
frosty after all.

Canadian soldiers’ stationed at 
Goose Bay are the most isolated of 
any Canadian soldiers this side of the 
Atlantic, and probably the other side 
of the Atlantic, too, but they are dis- 
covering that Labrador actually is 
habitable. There's a_ beach there. | 
There’s a place to swim. And hard! 
though it may be to believe, a way| 
has been found to grow vegetables. | 

This military base at Goose Bay is; 
located on a high, flat sandy plateau! 
between two rivers. Communication | 
with the ‘outside’ is maintained: 
principally by air, with the radio | 
helping the service men to keep in 
touch with what's going on in- the 
world. Supplies, and the all-import- 
ant mail, come in by plane. | 

The best of food is obtainable at| 
this base, including extra rations of| 
meat and fruit, as well as table “ex- | 
tras” bought with canteen profits. A 
percentage of the camp’s root vege-| 
table requirements ‘is already being | 
produced locally. This production 
may ultimately be boosted to some- | 
thing like 75 per cent. of the total, 
needs when the output of a 30 acre 
garden, now being cleared, becomes | 
available. 

One of the most unique undertak- 
ings of this great isolated base, is, 
the experimental work being carried | 
out in the field of hydroponics: 
(chemical soil-less gardening). De-| 
voted to this work is a splendid | 
greenhouse 75 feet long and 20 feet| 
wide, supplemented by an acre of; 
outdoor beds, where a vafiety of| 
vegetables have already been grown 
successfully. 

In good bottom land, three miles} 
from the base, where the soil is 
light clay-loam and there fs a good} 
water level, a very successful market 
garden has been established by the 
men. Raspberries, blueberries and 
currants grow wild. ’ 

There's no Main Street at Goose 
Bay, and entertainment is an import-| 
ant item. Two instructors who were 
brought in from Ottawa last year, 
taught several hundred of the Base’s 
soldiers to play the mouth-organ and) 
various small instruments, and pro-| 
vided mass singing instruction. As a| 
result of this musical pioneer work. | 
the camp now has a good orchestra, | 
which helps tremendously to while 
away the spare hours. 

There are radios in all recreation 
halls, movies every night, if the 
planes come through, and a daily 
Canadian newscast radioed from| 
Halifax. Libraries are plentiful, and | 
the soldiers have found that swim- 
ming along Goose Bay, in summer, is 
excellent. For soldiers who like} 
camping out, there is a week-end 
haven where they can spend a few | 
days, swimming, fishing and boating. | 
Plans are under way to improve this | 
spot by building a number of cabins}

scattered—this to prevent spreading | 
of any epidemic—and so far health) 
has been excellent.

There | 
is a Missicn hospital not far away 
but no resident doctor at present, so | 
most of the serious cases go to the 
military hospital at Goose Bay. Medi-| 
cal officers generally find that a good) 
number of their cases prove to be ail- 
ing Eskimos.

SAFE MILK AND WATER 


Once more it becomes necessary to 
call attention to the importance of 
| Safe milk and water,” the magazine 
Health, organ of the Health League 
of Canada, says editorially: 
| “Everyone in Canada should know 
that milk which is not pasteurized 
is never completely safe. Those on 
vacation especially should realize 
that milk and water may be a source 
of disease. It is unnecessary to call 
attention to the types of disease 
which may be caused by raw milk or 
contaminated water. It is sufficient 
to know that disease may be carried 
| by milk or water and to act accord- 
ingly. j 

“For those vacationing in parts of 
Canada where milk is not pasteurized, 
there is a simple method of home 
pasteurization which properly used is 
as effective in’ making milk safe as 
any more elaborate procedure. All 
that is necessary is to heat the milk 
Ito 145 degrees Fahrenheit in a 
| double boiler, hold it at this tempera- 
|ture for half an hour, and rapidly 
|chill it. The milk should then be 
| kept in a cool place, preferably on 
|ice. Ordinarily it is sufficient to heat 
the milk on the front of the stove 
until it reaches the required tem- 
| perature and then move it to the 
back of the stove for half an hour 
| before chilling. An ordinary dairy 
thermometer should be used to check 
the temperature.

Explanations and Comments 

David's Plan to Build a Temple not 
Approved by God, II Samuel 7:1-7. 
In a time of peace from all his 
enemies round about, David told the 
prophet Nathan tbat his great desire 
was to erect a suitable building for 
the sacred ark, which was unworth- 
ily housed in the tabernacle while 
he himself dwelt in a palace of cedar. 
This plan seemed good to Nathan, 
but that night he was made aware 
that it did not meet God's approval; ’ 
David was not the man to build the 
temple nor was the time ripe for such 
a project. 

David’s Son Should Build the Tem- | 
ple and David’s House Should Be 
Established for Ever, II Samuel 7: 
8-17. Nathan. told David that his 
past experiences of God’s care were 
an earnest of the future, that he 
should have a great name, that his 
son should build the temple, and his 
house and his kingdom should be 
made secure for ever. “If we con- 
sider how David's dynasty really 
came to an end as a reigning family 
some five hundred years after, we see 
that the language addressed to him 
was not exhausted by the fortunes 
of his family. God’s words implied 
that it was in David's line that the 
promise of Abraham was to be ful- 
filled—‘In thee and in thy seed shall 
all nations of the earth be blessed’.”

David's Reaction to the Message: 


| His Gratitude to God for His Promise, 


II Samuel 7:18-22. One of the most 


jremarkable things in the story of 


David is the way in which he yielded 
to the guidance and reproof of God's 
prophets. The effect of Nathan's pro- 
hibition and his promise of the con- 
tinuation of his line wags to send 
David to the place where he was wont 
to hold communion with God. 

“It was as one who was no stranger 
to the presence of God that he went 
in and sat before him. Men do not 
become pious in a crisis. They act 
then openly as they have all along 
been acting secretly. The habit of 
life, whether good or bad, is revealed 
involuntarily when unusual circum- 
stances arise. 

David's disappointment over hav- 
ing his plans for the temple thwarted 
must hate been keen, but he bore it 
nobly. And mingled with his sorrow 
was great joy because of the promised 
blessing to his house.

Perennial Wheat 


Despite the fact that Russian 
perennial wheat won a place on the 
CBC coast to coast network, it is 
not news. Russian plant breeders 
have, for many years, been investi- 
gating the possibilities of perennial 
wheats produced by crossing wheat 
with certain species of Agropyron, 
the genus to which couch grass, | 
crested wheat grass, ete. belong. 

Canadian plant breeders, likewise, 
have produced perennial wheats 
from the same or similar crosses; 
but they are not optimistic about 
the prospect of producing a com- 
mercially desirable perennial milling 
wheat. 

In an article such as this, it is 
impossible to deal adequately with 
the technical problems involved. 
Aside from the perennial habit and, 
perhaps a measure of drought re- 

tance, practically all the charac- 
teristics we require in our milling 
: are to be found in hard red 
spring varieties. The chance of pro- 
ducing a high quality perennial by 
crossing wheat with Agropyron is sc

Russia. Satisfactory perennial whea' 
is not an impossibility; but at bes’ 
it will require plenty of time anc 
money.
